for permanent employment, it is 
not likely that the incident. will be- 
come more than a storm in the 
academic teapot—and this despite 
the dire predictions of a few youth- 
ful critics of campus affairs. 


The Greater. Victoria commu- 
nity, in fact, must accustom itself 
to the periodic boiling over of Uni-+ 
versity controversies, and ‘accept 
them as one facet of its new exist- 
ence as a university-town. It would 
be unfortunate, however, if the basic 
issues of the present contretemps 
were to be distorted and misinter- 
preted. It is very easy to cry that 
free speech and academic freedom 
are being infringed when what 
actually has happened is that some- 
one has run into an opinion differ- 
ent from his own. 


The President of the University, 
as head of the administration, is 
responsible for spending more than 
$2 millions. a year on academic 
salaries and it is his duty to see 
that this public money is used to 
the best advantage. Under the es- 
tablished system of universities in 
Canada, faculty ‘members are 
usually engaged for a one or two- 
year probationary period. As this 
nears its end the situation is re- 
viewed and the university has the 
choice of appointing the teacher to 
the permanent staff, which carries 
right of tenure until retirement age, 
or of notifying the person that the

appointment will not be made. 
There may be many reasons, 
quite apart from classroom record 
or scholarship, why such appoint- 
ments may not ensue. When chal- 
lenged on a decision, the adminis- 
tration of a university may be at a 
disadvantage in open debate due to 
a reluctance to publicize individual’ 
reasons. It may become the target 
of charges.that freedom. is being 
stifled and.se-called intellectual fer- 


ment fs being cooled. But the fact © 


remains that management, being 
responsible for the expenditure of 
public money, must have the right 
to make decisions to the best-of its. 
ability. That.is the present issue. 
In the case of universities this re> 
sponsibility rests upon the presi- 
dent, under the supervision of the 
board of governors, but. there can 
be in addition, as there has been 
here, close consultation with admin- 
istrative and faculty members. 


In any particular instance the 
decision may be fair and valid or 
it may not. But provision for ap- 
peal to a special committee has 
been made, and in addition an ag- 
grieved person may appeal to the 
Board of Governors and also seek 
‘to enlist the support of the Cana- 
dian Association. of University 
Teachers. Apparently recourse is 
being made to the two latter 
agencies. 


But in the furore over termina- 
tion of half a dozen probationary 
appointments let us not overlook the 
other eighty which were reviewed 
and found mutually acceptable.

From. everywhere we hear angry 
as this: “When will 
damn politics get out of our courts of 
justice and stop polluting them?" What 
is going on. at the present time is 
nauseating to many. And when we see 
the joyous wriggling of a whole clique of 
self-described defenders of the 
oppressed ... . we have no trouble be- 
lieving what we had already guessed— 
that the alarming methods of the 
American underworld have crossed our 
frontiers with its representatives, and 
that our underworld “is doing its 
homework”. 

Edgar Hoover, the director of the FBI, 
certainly knew what he was talking 
about when he said in Toronto last year 
that the systematic disparagement of the 
police and Crown lawyers was part of a 
system established with a great deal of 
astutenéss and imagination by the same 
underworld to paralyse justice.
